PRESIDENT'S   REPORT. 


Boston,  March  1,  1876. 
To  the  Boston  Protective  Department  : 

Gentlemen,  —  I  herewith  transmit  my  second  Annnal  Report  of 
this  Department. 

Organization.  —  The  Directors  elect  organized  hy  the  re-election 
of  officers  as  follows :  Joseph  W.  Kinsley,  President ;  William 
B.  Sears,  Vice  President ;  Charles  E.  Guild,  Treasurer ;  Osborne 
Howes,  jr.,  Secretary. 

Messrs.  George  F.  Osborne,  Henry  B.  White,  and  Charles 
E.  Guild,  were  appointed  a  Finance  Committee,  whose  approval  of 
all  bills  was  made  necessary  before  payment  by  the  Treasurer.

Death.  —  During  the  year  the  Department  lost  the  services  of 
J.  H.  Howard,  call  man,  South  Boston  District,  who  died  very  sud- 
denly, June  18.  Proper  respect  was  shown  him  Tby  his  associates,  a 
detail  from  each  company  attending  his  funeral. 

During  the  year  the  force  was  increased  by  adding  two  call  men 
to  Company  No.  2,  and  by  the  employment  of  Capt.  T.  P.  Baglev, 
Eire  Marshal,  whose  special  duty  is  to  investigate  and  report  to  the 
Directors  the  origin  of  all  fires  occurring  within  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  to  otherwise  use  his  best  endeavors  to  discover  and  prevent 
fires. 

Apparatus  of  the  Department  is  in  good  condition.  It  was 
thought  expedient  to  purchase  a  light  wagon  for  use  in  collecting 
Covers  after  fires,  thus  obviating  the  possibility  of  having  either  of 
the  regular  wagons  out  of  their  houses  at  an  alarm  of  fire.  Addi- 
tions of  150  Covers  have  been  authorized  during  the  year,  and  I 
think  we  are  now  prepared  to  cope  with  any  reasonable  emergency 
that  may  arise. 

Houses  occupied  by  the  Department  in  1875  are  still  our  stations. 
Several  improvements  of  a  permanent  nature  have  been  made  during 
the  year  in  house  occupied  by  No.  1,  greatly  facilitating  their  re- 
sponding to  alarms  of  fire. 

Accidents.  —  Our  force  have  been  remarkably  free  from  acci- 
dents the  year  past.  Driver  Thompson,  of  No.  1,  was  injured  by 
being  thrown  from  his  seat,  responding  to  an  alarm  in  July,  but 
otherwise  there  have  been  none  of  any  amount  to  either  men  or 
apparatus. 

Finances.  —  The  Treasurer's  Report  shows  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements for  the  year.  An  attempt  was  made  to  collect  the 
assessments  from  brokers  doing  business  in  Boston  for  companies 
not  represented  in  the  State,  and  therefor  not  within  reach  of  our 
Treasurer's  summons  to  make  returns.  The  board  soon  found  it 
impossible  to  collect  from  such  persons,  as  a  return  from  them  to 
him  of  business  so  done  would  be  an  open  admission  that  they  had 
violated  the  statute  law  of  the  State  forbidding  such  transactions, 
which    appeared   to   the   Directors   as   a   reason    for  withholding 


returns  not  likely  to  be  overcome  by  entreaties,  so  the  attempt  was 
abandoned. 

Efficiency  and  Good  Deportment  of  the  Department.  — 
It  is  witb  pleasure  I  commend  the  efficiency  and  fidelity  with  which 
the  arduous  duties  of  the  year  have  been  performed  by  the  active 
force  of  the  Department.  But  one  discharge  during  the  year  has 
been  made  for  improper  conduct,  and  one  member  was  subjected  to 
a  fine.  The  fire  at  Jordan,  Marsh,  &  Co.'s  store,  on  the  17th  day  of 
September,  deserves  especial  mention  as  an  illustration  of  what  can 
be  done  by  prompt  work  scientifically  bestowed.  The  total  number 
of  Covers  spread  at  that  fire  was  323,  which  was  the  largest  number 
ever  spread  in  a  single  building  in  this  country.  As  to  the  amount 
of  salvage  resulting  from  the  use  of  the  Covers  most  of  the  gentle- 
men present  can  testify  was  very  much  in  excess  of  any  ever  realized 
in  this  city  before. 

Eire  Marshal. —  The  duties  of  this  officer  are  not  easily  defined. 
He  is  obliged  to  be  on  hand  at  every  fire  occurring  within  the  city, 
and  to  arrive  at,  if  possible,  the  origin ;  in  addition  he  is  expected 
to  render  all  assistance  in  his  power  to  adjusters  in  settling 
damages  after  fires,  and  in  this  direction  he  has  achieved  very 
satisfactory  results  by  communicating  to  adjusters  the  exact  con- 
dition of  property  when  left  by  the  fire.  With  marked  success  he 
has  succeeded  in  enlisting  the  aid  and  support  of  the  Police  De- 
partment in  assisting  him  in  following  up  suspicious  cases.  It 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  to  convict  a  party  of  burning  a  building 
is  considered  by  prosecuting  attorneys  a  most  difficult  task,  but 
notwithstanding  all  he  has  succeeded  during  the  past  year  in  pro- 
curing several  arrests  and  indictments,  and  one  criminal  is  now 
serving  a  sentence  in  the  State  Prison  as  a  result  of  his  labor.  In 
my  opinion  this  is  a  most  valuable  office,  and  I  believe  the  good 
record  of  freedom  from  fires  enjoyed  by  our  city  for  the  year  1875, 
is  more  owing  to  the  fidelity  and  impartiality  with  which  the  duties 
of  this  officer  have  been  performed  than  to  any  other  cause. 

Before  closing  this  report,  I  desire  to  recommend  for  your  con- 
sideration at  this  time  an  amendment  to  Article  3,  of  the  Constitu- 


tion  and  By-Laws,  which  now  provides  that  "all  the  corporate 
power  of  the  corporation  shall  he  vested  in  a  hoard  of  seven  direc- 
tors, to  he  chosen  at  the  annual  meeting,  &c."  I  would  recommend 
the  substitution  of  the  following  for  the  above,  in  said  section,  "  all 
the  corporate  power  of  the  corporation  shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of 
nine  directors,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  for  three  years,  one- 
third  of  the  board  retiring  each  year ;  at  the  first  election  hereafter 
the  board  to  be  voted  for  as  follows :  one-third  for  one  year,  one- 
third  for  two  years,  and  one-third  for  three  years." 

My  reasons  for  recommending  this  change  are  numerous,  the 
principal  being  to  avoid  sudden  change,  tending  to  unsettle  the 
active  force  of  the  Department  and  thereby  impair  its  efficiency. 
It  would  then  put  the  direction  upon  a  par  with  the  fire  commis- 
sioners, whose  wishes  we  are  bound  to  respect  and  adhere  to,  and 
furnish  them  an  additional  guarantee  that  the  two  departments  would 
be  more  in  harmony,  and  as  we  must  of  necessity  carry  forward 
from  year  to  year  a  considerable  balance  of  cash  on  hand,  (our  an- 
nual meeting  occurring  in  March,  and  our  assessments  due  in  June 
and  July,)  it  would  provide  additional  security  against  radical 
changes  in  the  financial  management  of  the  Department. 

The  record  of  duty  performed  by  the  Department  during  the 
year,  with  other  statistical  matter,  will  be  found  in  the  succeeding 
pages,  to  which  I  earnestly  invite  your  careful  attention.
